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The Shanghai-Manchouli Flight by Eurasia Aviation Corporation 
(April-June, 1931) 
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The Sino-Germany joint venture Eurasia Aviation Corporation opened, after two 
trial flights in April 1931, the Shanghai-Manchouli airline on 31“ May 1931. This is 
the first airline of this company opened. Airmails from China to Europe were 
carried by this airline first to Manchouli, then to Irkutsk by the Siberia railway, to 
Moscow and other European countries by air. During flights over China, it stops at 
Nanking, Tsinan, Peiping and Linsi. Unfortunately, this company stopped its 
operation in no more than four months owing to the Japanese occupation of the 
three North-East provinces.
